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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's primary argument revolves 
around whether claims 16 and 17 require the two layers to be attached at the time of imaging. Claim 16 states "wherein said lower layer 
is attached to said upper layer". All this requires is that at some point the two layers be attached, not that they be attached during 
imaging. Claim 17 states "said upper layer being attached to at least one lower layer". As claim 17 is a method, the timing of the steps is 
not specified. Therefore the two layers do not necessarily need to be attached to one another during the imaging step. 

The applicant's other argument is unclear to the examiner. The applicant states "Inasmuch "visual imagine of a pattern on a lower layer 
through an upper layer" is believed by the Examiner to be an essential feature of claims 16 and 17, because neither of claim 16 or 17 
requires such a feature". The examiner certainly agrees that neither claims 16 or 17 include such language, although the examiner is at a 
loss as to why the lack of this language some how overcomes the references being used in the rejection. . 
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
